ner” as the fort ‘band played the ‘“‘re- 
treat,”’ and the Stars and Stripes were 
lowered in a spanking breeze.

There is no doubt in the minds of 
administration officials that whatever 
lmay be its details, the policy laid before 
congress will be both vigorous and com- 
prehensive. 

Course Likely to Be Followed: 

The general. opinion after the cab- 
inet meeting apparently was that the 
program most likely to be followed by 
congréss will include a declaration that 
a state of war exists between the Unit-  — 
ed States and Germany, an authoriza- - —~ 
tion for the president to use the armed 
forces of the nation to protect its rights, 
the. granting of a large credit to the 
government to carry out its policy, 
passage of censorship and espionage 
.bilis,.and provision for the employment. - 
of additional secret service agents. 

‘No final decision has been reached as 
to whether financial assistance should 
be given the entente allies, though a 
strong sentiment for such a step exista 
among government officials. If this is 
done the government probably will deal 
directly with the other governments 
concerned and not through agents. " 

Colonel E. M. House, the president's 
personal adviser, arrived at the white 
house tonight from New York. He is 
espected to stay several days. 

Senator Hitchcock, a member of the 
senate foreign relations committee, con- 
ferred with the president during the 
day, and later said that-he believed Mr. 
Wilson still had an @pen mind regard- 
ing recommendations.to congress. Per- 
sonally, Senator Hitchcock thought the 
passage of a resolution by congress in- © 
dorsing the president’s armed neutral- 
ity stand would be better than a decla- 
ration of war, or a declaration that a 
state of war exists. Afterward the 
statement was authorized at the white 
house that the president had invited 
suggestions, but had not committed 
himself to any course in his talk with 
Senator Hitchcock. 

Hitehcock on Western Sentiment. 

Senator Hitchcock said he called to 
impress the president with the western 
sentiment against “precipitate action.” 

“I wished the president to know,” he 
explained, “that I believe my own state 
and most of the people of the western 
states are most desirous of avoiding a 
declaration of war, or a declaration that 
a state of war exists until no other 
course remains open. I approve and I 
believe the country approves the, steps 
taken toward defense—of complete 
preparations looking to war, if it be- 
comes necessary.”

PEACE WITH RUSSIA 
ASKED BY GERMANY 


London, March 27.—A dispatch to the 
Exchange Telegraph from Amsterdam 
says: 

“According to a Berlin telegram’ re- 
ceived by The Amsterdam Bourse, Ber- 
lin is filled with rumors that Germany 
has offered a separate peace to Rus-

Paris, March 27.—The French made 
@ substantial advance today south of 
the Somme, moving forward in places 
as far as three miles from their posi- 
tions yesterday with the result that 
the bulge in the line formed by the 
lower Coucy forest has disappeared and 
the front runs continuously straight 
from the Somme to the Aisne. 

Coucy-le-Chateau, which is perched 
on a height, could not be attacked from 
the front, and the French, following Na- 
poleon’s maxim of going around an 
obstacle that cannot be ‘surmounted, 
cleared the Germans out of the lower 
forest. The operation was carried out 
with skill and dispatch and Coucy 
turned on the right, fell into their 
hands like ripe fruit. 

The Germans naturally did not place 
their main position on the. automati- 
( Coucy plateau and 
it evidently lies farther in the rear. 
Behind the lower forest and plateau 
is a valley gory from Anizy-le-Cha- 
teau through Quincy-Basse and Aulers 
to Fresnes. On the upper sside of this 
natural moat rising abrupt to a height 
of 650 feet, lies the upper Coucy forest, 
from which artillery can sweep the pla- 
teau on which the old tower of Coucy 
stood.

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New York, March 27.—4National guard 
efficiency and universal military serv- 
ice were discussed at the opening ‘ses- 
sion today of the National Defense 
convention here, under the auspices of 
the National Guard Association of the 
United States. 

The national guard system itself was 
declared inadequate and inefficient by 
Brigadier General Mann, chief of the 
war department's militia bureau, al- 
though the efficiency and patriotism 
of the officers ahd men remained un- 
questioned, he ‘aid. 

Governor Whitman defended the New 
York guard against criticism of the 
way it responded for Mexican service, 
asserted that the country’s militia sys- 
tem was inadequate and urged fed- 
eralization of the national guard. 

General Mann outlined the reasons 
for the army general staff's conclu- 
sion that the national guard system 
“is not worth while for rederal pur- 
poses.” . 

Declaring that the border mobiliza- 
tion had demonstrated at once the ef- 
ficiency and patriotism of the officers 
and men of the guard and the ineffi- 
ciency and inadequacy of the guard 
system, General Mann advocated uni- 
versal military service because “the 
only safe system for us now is the 
strongest and best that we can get— 
one that puts under the immediate and 
unembarrassed control of the federal 
government all of the resources of the 
nation.” 

is the Guard Worth Preserving? 

Addressing himself specifically to 
the question, “Is the National Guard 
Worth Preserving?’ General Mann said: 

“When one considers that the mem- 
bers of the national guard have been 
the only citizens who have made an 
organized eitort to provide the gov- 
erument with a military force for use 
in an emergency to back up the small 
regular army, the question can have 
but one answer as far as the per- 
sonnel is concerned. ‘ney should have 
ail praise and the militia bureau has 
gone on record as opposing legislative 
effort to abolish the national guard as 
a system until something better I's ac- 
tuaily substituted. The general stati, 
in recently proposing a pian for uni- 
versal training, has endeavored to pro- 
vide a place tor all of the national 
guard who desire to continue their 
laudable efforts to serve the nation In 
building up a dependable military 
force. 

“As to the system itself being worth 
preserving, 1 will answer by ‘saying 
that it may be worth while for state 
purposes, but not for federal. aad 

“ihe dual control of a federal mili- 
tary force negatives at once its attain- 
ing a real efficiency for federal mili- 
tary purposes. Cease for a moment to 
think about the national guard and 
imagine our regular army under @ sys- 


tem of dual control where officers were | 


elected by their men or appointed by 
state officials. 

“Ts it not vastly better to unite all 
under a single tederal control and 
each, according to the measure of his 
acquired ability, be thus used to bet- 
ter advantage?” 


Creditable Showing Made. 


The general said that in mobilizing 
the guard for border duty the militia 
bureau had endeavored to ftollow out 
the law in every particular and to 
make of the guard system an efficient 
military force if that were humanly 
possible. He fisidered a creditable 
showing had been meade, he added, de- 
spite the fact that Congresg was chang- 
ing the law during the critical period. 

“In previous military operations in 
the United States,” he continued, “there 
had been no organized effort to gather 
statistics that would be of service for 
use in any future mobilization, but the 
militia bureau, realizing the value of 
such information, took steps to gather 
it, and so you have the report of the 
chief of the militia bureau on the mob- 
itization, of 1016, which seems also to 
have been the target tor such hostile 
criticism and misunderstanding. 

“The truth alone serves, and the sta- 
tistics therein given may prove valua- 
ble if studied in the proper spirit. That 
mobilization and those statistics to- 
gether give more valuable military in- 
formation for the. good of the nation 
and acquired without the effusion of 
blood, than could have been gotten in 
any other way. 

“The material benefits of the mobili- 
vation and the training are beyond val- 
uation. The nasional guard which has 
been to the dorder has received more 
actual benefit than could have ‘been 
rotten in many years of training under 
normal national guard conditions, and 
those men are today a greater military 
asset as a reserve to the regular army 
than was furnished by the entire war 
with Spain. 

Viewpoint of Guard Officers. 


“As the troops were released from

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-PLEA TO FARMERS 
FOR PREPAREDNESS 


Secretary. Houston Urges 
Mobilization of Agricul- 
tural Resources to Meet 
the International Crisis. 


Washington, March 27.—The farmers 
of America were appealed to by Secre- 
tary Houston today to join in agricul- 
tural Preparedness measures so that 
the country may not be handicapped by 
food shortage in its effort to meet the 
international crisis. Elimination of 
waste, conservation of surplus and at- 


tainment of maximum crop returns were 
Outlined as imperative steps for 
strengthening agricultural resources. 

“Both for economic and patriotic rea- 
£0ns,” the secretary said in a formal 
statement, “the American farmer should 
Strive this year for the highest stand- 
ard of efficiency in the production and 
conservation of food. 

“Under the conditions in which this 
county now finds itself it is important 
that everything practicable be done to 
increase the efficiency of agricultural 
activities during the coming season.” 

The secretary's appeal was part of 
the campaign undertaken by the de- 
partment of agriculture to mobilize the 
country’s agricultural resources. 

To Prevent Wastes. 

Mr. Houston urged particularly that 
@8 &@ means of preventing “conspicuous 
Production wastes” of important staple 
cereals proper attention be given to 
the selection and safeguarding of seed 
for planting, the preparation of the 
land and the care of the crop. 

“lJnder existing conditions,” he said, 
“every precaution should be taken (1) 
to reduce production wastes by testing 
seed sufficiently in advance to insure 
against the planting of dead seed; (2) 
to treat with disinfecting dips all seed 
subject to diseases that can be prevent- 
ed, such as the smuts of wheat, barley, 
Oats and rye, the losses from which are 
estimated conservatively at $50,000,000 
to $60,000,000 in the average year; (3) 
to prepare especially thoroughly for 
planting these vitally important cereal 
crops and to care for them as may be 
necessary during the season.” 

After discussing certain methods of 
planting cereal seeds, the statement de- 
clared it was especially important to re- 
duce the risk of wastes through the 
action of disease or insects in staple 
Vegetables, such as potatoes, cabbage 
and onions. Pointing out that seed 
stocks are low, Secretary Houston sug- 
gested thatall seed potatoes should be 
treated for scab before planting, and 
that equipment for plant spraying 
should be on hand. 

“Some of the most conspicuous crop 
wastes,” the statement continued, “oc- 
cur with fruits and vegetables. Fre- 
quently these losses are due indirectly 
to disease and insect injury, which 
lower their market value without re- 
ducing their food value materially if 
they can be utilized promptly by dry- 
ing, canning and other preservative 
methods. Under existing conditions ev- 
ery practicable step should be taken to 
protect these crops throughout the sea- 
eon and to utilize and preserve them as 
fully as possible when they have ma- 
tured. 


Preserve Fruits and Vegetables. 


The statement declares that fruits 
and vegetables “which ordinarily it is 
inadvisable to attempt to conserve,” 
should be systematically saved now. 
Family gardens should be planted to 
supply ample quantities of early matur- 
ing fruits and vegetables for preserva- 
tion, as well as fresh products for im- 
mediate consumption. 

“Because of the scarcity of tinplate 
and the high prices of tin cans,” Secre- 
tary Houston continued, “it may be 
necessary in household preservation of 
food more extensively to pack fruit and 
vegetables in other containers.” 

lie urged that plans be made to meet 
the storage of sweet potatoes in the 
southern states, pointing out that about 
10,000,000 bushels of the usual crop of 
60,000,000 bushels goes to waste through 
decay. 

The secretary suggested the preser- 
vation by drying for soup stock of such 
vegetables as carrots, potatoes and cel- 
ery, and drying of surplus sweet corn. 
(Many crops grown usually for soil im-

As, far as they were able, the Ger- 
man officers assisted the Americans in- 
forming the interned men into position 
for marching into the fort grounds. 
The silence of the prisoners did not ex- 
ceed the hush which spread over the 
throngs of spectators through which 
they passed. There was not an utter- 
ance from the crowds; no sign of a 
demonstration, in anticipation of which 
the war department had taken elabo- 
rate precautions. A spell born partly 
of sympathy, perhaps; partly of awe at 
the human evidences of the Puropean 
war, hitherto separated by miles of 
land and sea, but now marching pefore 
their very gaze, seemed to. grip the 
spectators. 

Grim, Determined Bunch. 

The spectators were awed by the 
grim, drawn faces of the Germans, 
alien men whose brothers across the 
sea might soon be at war with our 
people, and whose spirit was now sure- 
ly hostile, whether their codes were or 
not. There was an awesomeness about 
the stern, imperial manners of the of- 
ficers. And there the varied imprints 
on the face of every man left by years 
of searoving, the discipline of ship- 
board, the spirit of militarism, the 
grimness of warfare, in addition to the 
bitter resignation of long confinement 
to which the Germans have been sub- 
jected in the Philadelphia navy yards. 

ut there were also, in contrast to 
all this, the pitiful little bundles of 
personal belongings brought off the 
train by the Germans—mementoes, 
treasures of heart and fancy, and no 
doubt pictures of and letters from loved 
ones at home.

MARCH U-BUAT LOSSES 
TOTAL 420,000 TONS 


Lord Charles Beresford Makes 
Statement in Regard,to Sub- 
marine Campaign. 


London, March 27.—Losses of mer- 
chant vessels amounting to more than 
420,000 tons thus far in March have 
resulted from war measures of the cen- 
tral powers, Lord Charles’ Beresford 


said in the house of lords today. 

In a debate in the house of lords on 
the British blockade Lord Beresford 
said that with longer days and calmer 
weather the losses would increase, and 
that the public ought to have the facts 
brought home to it. The number of 
vessels destroyed thus far this month 
was given by him as 255. 

Lord Beresford expressed the opinion 
that captures of submarines by the 
British were not at all equivalent to 
the new submarines the Germans were 
launching. He believed the Germans 
had more men and more food than had 
been imagined in England. The for- 
eign office, he said, had too much pow- 
er over the navy, to the detriment of 
the navy. The losses of British, allied 
and neutral vessels for. February, he 
said, amounted to 281 vessels, with an 
aap eats tonnage of more than 500,- 


Figures given out in London on 
March 3 placed the amount of tonnage 
destroyed by German submarines in 
February at about 490,000. No mention 
was made at this time of ships de- 
stroyed by mines. The German ad- 
miralty announced on March 16 that the 
aggregate gross tonnage of merchant 
ships destroyed through war mea ures 
of the central powers was 781,500. On

Numerous amendments were offered 
to lighten the restriction thrown about 
the manner in which wine shall be 
procured for sacramental purposes, 
but the majority wing stood firm and 
declined to ameliorate the stringency 
of the section one whit. 

Mr. Bale, of Floyd, offered to strike 
the entire section and amend it so that 
it would not be unlawful for a minister, 
priest or any head of & religious or se- 
cret or fraternal organization to keep 
on hand wines for sacramental pur- 
poses, nor for carriers to bring wines 
into Georgia for this purpose. There 
were numerous objections, among which 
was that negroes might organize fra- 
ternal orders for the purpose of getting 
liquor. The amendment was lost. 

Mr. Strickland, of Pierce, wanted to 
allow churches to make wine from their 
wn vines or from purchased grapes and 
keep the wine thus manufactured on 
rand for sacramental purposes. Judge 
Spencer Atkinson, of Fulton, took the 
position that this amendment should be 
passed, claiming that it was inconsis- 
tent to allow a church to use wines 
made from vines in another state and 
deny them the privilege of using wine 
made from Georgia grapes. The 
amendment lost, was reconsidered and 
lost again. 

Mr. Andrews, of Fulton, a prominent 
Mason, sought to have a provision in- 
cluded whereby fraternal orders, such 
as the Knights Templar, might have 
wine for the observance of the sacra- 
ment in their ritualistic work, to which 
provision Mr. Beck, of Murray, sought 
to add the provision that it apply only 
to such fraternal orders as “whose rit- 
ual at the time of the passage of this 
act requires wine,’”’ which provision, it 
was claimed, would eliminate the possi- 
bility of so-called fraternal orders be- 
ing organized for the purpose of get- 
ting wines. The amendment lost, 94 
to 46.

Drastic Feature Offered. 


When section 15 was reached, the 
house gagged at the most drastic fea- 
ture offered at any time in the extra 
session. This feature consisted of two 
amendments by Mr. Wohlwender, of 
Muscogee, one to make it a misde- 
meanor for anyone to have knowledge 
of a violation of the act and fail to 
report the violation to an arresting or 
prosecuting officer, and the other was 
to make a wife a competent witness 
against her husband and compelling 
her to _ testify. The: first of these 
amendments, on a roll call, lost, 27 to 
77. The second, without a roll call, 
lost, 22 to 73. 

The committee amendment included 
in a new sub-section, providing for the 
confiscation and sale of any automo- 
bile, horse and wagon or buggy, boat 
or other property used in transporting 
prohibited liquors, was adopted. A sec- 
ond offense, by committee amendment, 
was reduced from a felony to a mi5-

IN FREIGHT RATES 


To Be Sought by All Rail- 
roads — Fairfax Harrison 
Dicusses the Condition of 
the Southern Lines. 


Washington, March 27.—General ad- 
vances in freight rates will be sought, 
probably within the next ten day's, by 
railroads in every section of the Unit- 
ed States. Preliminary steps were 
taken today by virtually all railroads 
concerned in an informal conference 
with the interstate commerce commis- 
sion. 

Definite announcement was made 
that the advance asked for eastern 
roads would be fifteen per cent on all 
commodities except on bituminous coal 
and coke. Representatives of western 
lines indicated that they too would 
ask for fifteen per cent. Railroads of 
the southwest submitted figures show- 
ing that increases ranging between 18 
and 24.4 per-cent, were needed to meet 
additional costs of operation already 
existing in the case of five lines. 
Southern railroads probably will de- 
termine the percentage of increase de- 
sired at a conference here next Fri- 
day. 

No authority will be sought, under 
present proceedings, to increase pa’s- 
senger fares, 

In addition to the proceedings be- 
fore the interstate commerce commis- 
sion concerning interstate rates, 
spokesmen for the railroads let it be 
known thet they are preparing to gd 
before every state railroad and pub- 
lic utilities commission in the union 
to ask for authority to increase their 
freight tariffs on intrastate traffic. 

But one dissenting voice was raised 
at today’s conference. A. E. Helm, rep- 


sion of Kansas, cited figures to | 1d 
his contention that the railroads emer- 
gency was not so pressing as it had 
been depicted and that net incomes 
of the roads last year were tremen- 
dously greater than the year before. 
Protests Are Pouring In. 

Teleghaphic protests against the pro- 
posed increases poured into the offices 
of the commission all day. Commis- 
sioner Clark announced that “the hou’se 
was full of protests already.” 

In the case of all railroads except

Havre, France, March 27.—The Bel- 
| Sian government has rece!ved by trust- 
worthy means letters from responsible 
Belgians who have been deported to 
Germany. The letters, dated at the end 
of February or early in March, were 
written from the camps in which the 
men are being confined. Some passages 
follow: 

“Since February 1 we have only two 
meals a day. The one in the evening 
has been discontinued. That was the 
best one, because we had corn.” 
From another letter: 

“It is frightful here. We are dying 
of famine. We have a ration of bread, 
water and beets. That is all. We are 
Skeletons covered with skin. Thir- 
teen were counted in the morgue yes- 
terday and fourteen today. That is 
from among the 3,000 or 4,000 here. 
Conditions are more frightful in the 
———— and ——— camps. If any one 
gives us a little sup or something else 
to eat, he is punished with five days in 
prison.” 

From another letter: 

“The situation becomes more and 
more unendurable from day to day. Ev- 
ery, morning two or three dead are 
found in the huts. The doctors decline 
ali responsibility. Today 120 dead are 
at camp We hope for our deliy- 
erance by the great offensive.”

FAT METABOLISM. 

The amount of fat in | 
healthy person of average Be 
is about twenty pounds im @ 140-pound man, 
and perhaps 25 pounds in a 140-pound wom- 
an. This fat is distributed in the subcuta- 
neous tissues, as a pad or cushion for the 
Skin, especially in women, tn the omentum 
and mesentery’ in the abdomen, and between 
the muscles of.the general skeleton. 

The liver acts as a temporary storehouse 
for the fat we take in food, just as it does 
for sugars and starches, and purin (nitro- 
Benous) foods. 

Human fat is fluid at the body tempera- 
ture. It runs easily—-but its host doesn’t. 


Fat in the body is'derived not only from” 


fats in food, but also from sugars and 
Starches and in a certain degree from pro- 
teins (meat foods) as well. The amount of 
water drunk exerts little or no infiuence 
upon the amount of fat stored in the body or 
burned up (metabolized).to furnish energy 
for muscle, brain or organic work. Beer 


drinking produces obesity because the small 
amount of alcohol is oxidized, sparing body 
fat; or if continued over a period of years, 
dropsy develops, due to cirrhosis’or harden- 
ing of the liver. 

Fats in the food (or oils taken as medi- 
cine) are not digested in the stomach; in 
fact they slow up or prevent digestion of 
other food, and hence should not be taken 
in large quantity directly before or after 
eating, but preferably an hour or two from 
mealtime. Oils and fats are digested in 
the duodenum beyond the stomach. Many 
invalids who cannot take cod liver oil prep- 
arations or olive oil before or after meals 
find that they can take them an hour or 
two after meals without difficulty. Butter 
fat or rich milk or cream is usually more 
acceptable and quite as fattening as the 
medicinal oils. In fact, a slice of good bread, 
thickly spread with butter or oleomargarine 
and the whole smothered with the crudest, 
cheapest grade of brown sugar the market 
affords between meals and at bedtime, is 
about the fatteningest fattener in the do- 
mestic pharmacopoeia. Man has never suc- 
ceeded in beating the cow in the effort to 
perfect a substitute for a baby's natural 
food. Cow’s milk simply modified remains 
the best available food for a baby when na- 
ture’s own food cannot be had.

Johnny Files a Hot Protest. 

Doctor, didn’t you say that castor oil 
ain’t any good? I was sick with stummuck 
ake last week, and my father sent a new 
doctor, a lodge doctor, to see me. First 
thing he says was give him a tablespoonful 
of castor oil. My mother asked me if I'd 
take it and I said I didn’t like it. Then the 
darn old doctor said don’t ask him if he’ll 
take it, but give it to him. So they forced 
me to take it and it made my stummuck 
worse than ever.—(J. A.) 

ANSWER.—yYes, Johnny, I said it was no 
good. Certainly it made your stummuck- 
ake worse. It’s enough to make anybody’s 
stummuck ake just to think of it. The doc- 
tor wanted to physic you thoroughly. He 
probably didn’t like the glint of your eye, 
s0 he thought of castor oil. Now, next time 
yell for the police. Call,~me for an expert 
witness to defend you. Tell them that you'll 
take milk of magnesia, or phenolphthalein, 
or cascara, or a Seidlitz powder imitation 
of soda water, or a whole pottle of liquid 
citrate of magnesia, or all the aromatic 
Syrup of rhubarb they want to pour down 
you, but not castor oil. You can say you 
have medical advice about it. 

How to Get Rid of Warts. 

I would like your advice regarding the 
removal of three warts which I have had on 
my finger for three years. I have tried 
ag a other remedies to no 
ANSWER.—Occasionally warts will dis- 
appear if the area is painted once a week 
or once in four days with tincture of iodine, 
for a few weeks. The only other remedy I 
can recommend is excision by the doctor— 
painless, clean, effective.

COTTON SEED MEN 
OPPOSE RATE CHANGE 


In resuming the hearing upon the peti- 
tion of the railroads of Georgia for a gen- 
eral revision of Georgia intrastate freight 
rates, the state railroad commission Tuesday 
heard answers-.from shippers to the proposed 
changes in commodity rates on cotton seed, 
cotton seed meal, cotton seed hulls, linters 
and regins. 

Representing the Cotton Crushers’ Asso- 
ciation of Georgia, S. Linthicum ent#red spe- 
cifie protests against the proposed changes 
upon each of the foregoing commodities, all 
of which, he said, involved certain increases 
which the crushers believe is unjust. In 
respect to the rate on hulls, he said an in- 
creased allowed by the commission in April, 
1915, the crushers believe to be sufficient, 
and that they would regard a further in- 
crease as unjust. The carriers took the po- 
sition that the increased value of hulls and 
other cotton seed products in recent years 
justifies the petitioned increases. 

H. W. B. Glover, of the Southern Cotton 
Oil mills, entered a protest against any in- 
crease in the intrastate rates on lard com- 
pounds. 

J. O. Cromwell, representrnge Swift & Co., 
stated that his concern had no protest to 
offer against the proposed rates, provided 
the rate from Chattanooga to Georgia points 
is based on the same scale as thé Georgia 
rates and made effective at the same time. 
Swift & Co., however, he said, protest against 
anv increase in rates to Augusta, Brunswick 
and Savannah -because of keen interstate 
competition at these points, 

At the afternoon session shippers and 
manufacturers protested against the com- 
modity rates which the carriers proposed on 
fertilizer and fertilizer materials.

CIVIC BODIES OF ENTIRE NATION 
ACTIVE IN PREPAREDNESS WORK 


In Hne with the suggestion of W. G. 
Cooper, secretary of the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce, to the effect that Georgia must 
prepare to meet the demand for food as well 
as men, and thereby help the whole country 
as a civilian citizenship that must stay at 
home should, the directors of the chamber 
will meet at 11 o’clock this morning, on call 
of President Ivan Allen, to make plans for 
assisting the government. ‘They will discuss 
the matter at length and endeavor fo formu- 
late definite and practical plans. 

The Atlanta chamber has telegraphed sev- 
eral cabinet officers, asking in what way this 
Organization could be helpful to the govern- 
ment,.and has also telegraphed a number of 
leading commercial bodies for information as 
to what plans or what work they have in 
progress. 

The secretary of war has replied that he 
cannot make suggestions until congress has 
taken action on the main issue. He, however, 
wired his cordial thanks to the chamber for 
its patriotic offer. 

Replies Received. 

The replies from the commercial bodies 
show that a number of them have been very 
active, and the information gained through 
them will doubtless be of practical value to 
the directors when they meet this morning. 

S. C. Mead, secretary of the New York 
Merchants’ association, wired that the associ- 
ation was co-operating principally through 
the local committee of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Howard Strong, secretary of the Minne- 
apolis Civic and Commerce association, wired 
that the Minneapolis association had pre- 
pared. fundamental data for the naval con- 
sulting board’s industrial preparedness -sur- 
vey for Minnesota and the northwest last 
year, and that a member of the association 
staff was detailed as advisor to the directors 
for this state in securing data on mobilizing 
of the agricultural and industrial resources 
of that section on a war basis, should neces- 
sity demand. 

Wire has been received from the business 
manager of the Richmond Chamber of Com- 
merce to the effect that the mayor of that 
city, at a meeting of 100 of the business citi- 
zens on March 26, offered a site to the gov- 
ernment for a soldiers’ encampment and the 
citizens guaranteed $25,000 to put the grounds 
in comfortable condition. 

From the secretary of the Kansas City 


Commercial club information has come to the 
effect that plans in line with the movement 


are at present being considered, but that de- 


tails could not as yet be given out. 

The Syracuse Chamber of Commerce says: 

“We establisned a fund to care for the de- 
pendents of soldiers gone to the front; oo. 
ited manufacturers, asking them to — nue 
pay while men are away, and gave assistance 
in campaign to enlist everyone to sign a 
pledge supporting the president. 


For Universal Service. 

The Rochester Chamber of Commerce in- 
forms the local chamber that its members 
stand for universal military service by an 
overwhelming referendum vote of the mem- 
ers. 

The assistant secretary of the Cleveland 
Chamber of Commerce wired that the chair- 
man of the military committee of his cham- 
ber was in constant communication with 
Washington, and that the members are rais- 
ing money to assist the national guard. 

From the Association of Commerce of 
New Orleans a wire says: 

‘We have a committee of five working 
with the quartermaster. Our. president 1s a 
major in the quartermaster’s officers re- 
serve. We are assisting army and navy re- 
cruiting, Have raised funds for Red Cross, 
assisting the navy in getting submarine 
chasers built.” 

A long telegram was received from the 
Detroit Board of Commerce, which said that 
the board had offered its building, staff and 
all facilities to the government in the event 
of war. 

Elliot H. Goodwin, secretary of the United 
States Chamber of Commerce, wired: 

“Specific work of this character we now 
have in hand is through committees of this 
chamber appointed at the request of Council 
of National Defense, co-operating with depot 
quartermasters in the purchase of supplies in 
those cities only in which purchasing is now 
carried on—fourteen in number. Work In- 
volving organization members otherwise lo- 
cated has not yet developed and am not ad- 
vised how far we shall be.called on to assist 
in the mobilization of industries. Best line 
of organization is a preparedness census of 
industries engaged in manufacture of sup- 
plies suited for government use.” 

James A. McKibben, of the Boston Cham- 
ber of Commerce, says that the Boston cham- 
ber has urged the governor to appoint a state 
committee of 100 on public safety, which is 
composed of various subordinate committees. 
The chamber is also organizing local com- 
mittees on public safety to co-operate with 
the larger committee.

Beginning with an attend- 
ance of 250 at the first meeting in Memphis 
in 1913, there has been a gradual crescendo 
of interest through the conventions at Me- 
ridian, Birmingham and Shreveport, until 
now the united interests and endeavors of 
southern cattlemen are represented at the 
yearly meetings. 

Many of the foremost men connected with 
the industry will be present to stimulate the 
movement and advance it with suggestion 
and advice. 

The association comprises many of the 
leading stock raisers, promoters of agricul- 
tural interests and educators of the southern 
states. Railroad men, financiers and men 
from every department of commercial life 
which touches the raising of cattle are in- 
volved in the proceedings. Every possible 
effort is belng made by the various branches 
of commercial activity to promote this vital 
industry south of the Mason and Dixon line. 

The cattle which will be brought to At- 
lanta for the special sales which will be held 
in connection with the convention will also 
mean much to this section. Sales of pure 
beef cattle will be held under the direction 
of the national breeders’ associations. The 
Shorthorn sale is in charge of T. G. Chastain, 
of Atlanta, and will draw a fine lot of blood- 
ed cattle from some of the foremost herds of 
the gouth. Charles Gray, of Chicago, will 
conduct the sale of Aberdeen-Angus cattle.

Of Your Neighbor’s Patch 


Editor Constitution: New conditions have 
made it absolutely necessary that farmers 
plant winter crops as well as summer crops. 
This cannot be successfully done unless every 
man controls his stock and keeps them off of 
his neighbor. 

In nearly every community there are still 
a few thoughtless or careless people who 
follow the old plan of making his neighbors 
feed his stock for him. The time has come 
when men cannot and will not tolerate this 
any longer. Every good man wants the good 
will of his neighbors; therefore does not 
want to take up stock and make them pay 
damages, nor does he want to hurt them. 
You can do the whole country a good service 
by bringing this matter clearly and forcibly 
to the attention of all and thereby avoid 
strife and contention and sometimes blood- 
shed in communities. 

No man would think of going into his 
friend’s fleld and taking his corn, cotton or 
oats, and yet he will send his cows and hogs 
after all these things and seem to think 
noththe of it. 

No lady would dare think of going into 
her neighbor’s gardens of vegetables and 
flowers and destroying them, and yet some 
will send their chickens to do this destruc- 
tive work and think nothing of it. This fall 
nearly every good farmer will have his flelds 
full of foodstuffs such as velvet beans, pea- 
nuts, corn, etc. The velvet beans should re- 
main in the fields until after cold weather, in 
order that they. may be more easily gathered, 
and if the thoughtless turn stock out there 
is going to be trouble among neighbors. This 
we hope to avoid by a clear understanding 
before the trouble happens. 

Let everybody talk it and the trick will 
be turned.

STATE WILL RECEIVE | 
$94,000 INCOME TAX 
FROM SMITH ESTATE 


The state of Georgia will get approxti- 
mately $94,000 net as inheritance tax from 
the “Jim’’ Smith estate, and this sum will be 
paid at once, according to a statement from 
Judge John C. Hart, state tax commissioner, 
Tuesday morning. 

This statement was made after a confer- 
ence with Judge Hamp McWhorter, repre- 
senting the administrators of the Smith ¢es- 
tate, at which conference ,fhe valuation of 
the estate was agreed upofi at $2,000,000, less 
$100,000 to cover all debts and demands 
against the estate, leaving a net value for 
inheritance taxation at 5 per cent of $1,900,- 
000, plus 7 per cent interest from the day of 
Colonel Smith’s death, less the cost of col- 
lection, including commission due the tax 
collector of Oglethorpe county. 


Wonderful Possibilities 
In Our Wasted Waters 


Editor Constitution: Your editorial under 
‘the héading, “Wasted Water Power,” is 
timely and should be given the most careful 
consideration. 

With coal gelling at 150 to 300 per cenit 
higher than it was one year ago, and the 
prospect of still higher prices, and approxi- 
mately 300,000 horsepower going to waste in 
the rivers and streams of Georgia, it would 
seem that the time for developing this valu- 
able power, which is so badly needed for 
building up industry in this state is para- 
mount. 

There fs no other line 6f industrial de- 
velopment that offers greater returns for in- 
vestment than the great water power that 
nature has provided on the rivers of Georgia. 
T. Kk. Grafton, secretary of the Rome Cham- 
ber of Commerce, before the nitrate board in 
Atlanta a few days ago gave figures showing 
that approximately 300,000 horsepower was 
now going to waste on the Etowah and 
Coosa rivers alone, the head waters of the 
itowah river not over 35 or 40 miles north 
of Atlanta. It has been estimated this would 
produce about 40,000 horsepower and at small 
cost compared to what the returns would be 
in the distribution of the power to industrial 
enterprises all over the state. The Chatta- 
hoochee river, as well as many other streams 
in the state, has thousands of horsepower 
going to waste. The day is not far distant 
when, in my_ opinion, capital will take ad- 
vantage of this great opportunity and de- 
velop these powers. The extreme high cost 
of coal now being charged, and which will 
probably never be less, will paralyze to a 
large extent the manufacturing interest of 
this section. Especially is this the case with 
industrial plants whose products are supplied 
direct to the people. 

To produce steam power by the use of 
coal, the average steam plant requires about 
8% pounds of coal per horsepower per hour. 
At this average it would take to produce 
60,000 horsepower 87% tons of coal per hour, 
and a 24-hour day run, which is the time 
most plants are being operated, would re- 
quire 2,100 tons of coal. Figured at $4 per 
ton, which is about the present average cost, 
this would amount to $8,400 per day going up 
in smoke. 

Assuming that these figures are correct, 
consider what a tremendous saving there 
would be in producing this power by water, 
rather than steam. In my opinion, the power 


plants on these rivers would cost ‘very little’ 


more, if any, than steam planta of equal 
power in the installation. It would be hard 
to estimate the wonderful possibilities of the 
development of the manufacturing interests 
of this country in the water power that ig 
now going to waste, and the large returns 
that would be made by the promotefs.

Peel in the lounge of the Geor- 
Sian Terrace to plan their work in the 
Georgia division of the National League 
for Woman’s Service, following the ad- 
dress made here Saturday by Mrs. Cof- 
fin Van Rensselaer, of the organizing 
committee of the league. 

The importance of this alliance of the 
league and the bureau was at once ap- 
parent in the number of young women 
who have already applied to Mrs. Peel, 
state chairman, and offered their serv- 
ices in the various departments of 
work under defined war service. 

These young women, after register- 
ing with the leagye, will be sent to the 
bureau, where, under the department 
of vocational training their capacity 
can be ascertained. and they can be 
brought to the positions calling for 
them or placed on the waiting list sub- 
ject to call. 


The Co-operation. 

Cator Woolford, representing the Bu- 
reau of Educational Research and Vo- 
cational Training, was present at the 
meeting and stated that his office was 
in direct communication with the Unit- 
ed States department of labor, the war

SHELLS. FOR FIRE BOMBS 


Capt. Kleist Admits 250 Shells 
Were Manufactured: on 
Interned Steamer. 


New York, March 27.—After a state- 
ment had been admitted in evidence 
that 250 shells for fire bombs had been 
manufactured in twelve days on board 
a German merchant steamship tied up 
.at Hoboken, N. J., the government late 
today closed its case against Captain 
Charles von Kleist and five other Ger- 
mans on trial for conspiracy to destroy 
vessels carrying munitions from Ameri- 
can ports to the entente allies. 

Counsel for the defendants moved for 
dismissal, but Judge Van Fleet presid- 
ing, declared there was “ample evidence 
of conspiracy if the jury should find 
it sufficient.” 

Captain von Kleist told of having 
been approached in March, 1915, by Dr. 
Walter T. Scheele, who informed him 
“he wanted a good man to go into the 
fertilizer business in Hoboken,” 

“Scheele said to me,” the witness tes- 
tified, ‘“‘‘are you German”? I said ‘I 
guess so.” He said ‘Are you an Ameri- 
can?’ I said yes, and he said, ‘Do you 
like Germany” I said ‘Yes, it’s my old 


fatherland; I like it as much as you do.’ 
He said I would do.” 

Dr. Scheele, who was indicted with 
Von Kleist and the others, fled from 
Hoboken when the alleged bomb plot 
was disclosed, and now is believed to 
be in Mexico. 

Captain von Kleist denied that he 
had any criminal knowledge of the 
bomb making, but admitted that when 
Dr. Scheele failed to pay some notes he 
had given to him, he (Von Kleist) 
sought an interview with Wolf von Izgel, 
an attache of the German embassy, be- 
cause Scheele had told him Von Igel 
“would pay.” 

Von Igel recently /returned to Ger- 
many with Count von Bernstorff. 

Counsel for the defense fold the jury 
they would attempt to show that their 
clients had no guilty knowledge of the 
uses to which the fire bombs were to 
be put. 

Captain Thoms J. Tumney, in charge 
of the bomb squad of the New York po- 
lice department, one of the last wit- 
nesses for the government, testified, 
however, that Von Kleist in a state- 
ment to him had implicated all the de- 
fendants. He also said Von Kleist had 
told him about two suitcases filled with 
bombs that presumably were to be 
taken to New Orleans by two men.

N@w York, March 27.—The cotton 
market showed renewed nervousness 
today with prices selling off under 
scattering liquidation New crop 
months were relatively easy, with Oc- 
tober contracts declining to 17.96, or 
26 points under last night's close, while 
May sold at 18.74, or 11 points net low- 
er. The close was steady at a net de- 
cline of 2 to 24 points. 

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 1 to 9% points in response to 
relatively steady cables, reports of 
heavy rains east of the river, and @ 
further sharp decrease in the local 
stock. 

This explained the relatively firm 
ruling of the old crop positions, while 
there was some Liverpool buying of 
the new crop on the reports of further 
delays in new crop preparation'’s. Real- 
izing was in evidence from the start, 
however, and became more active after 
the publication of the eastern belt 
forecast for clearing weather. Houses 
with Wali street connections were sell- 
ers of new crop deliveries, supposedly 
in the way of liquidation, while there 
was a good deal of switching from old 
fo new crop positions.
